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17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


The Methodist Episcopal parsonage has a three-bay front-facing gable with right and left 
gabled ells. The right entry is protected by a one-story shallow-roofed porch with 
turned posts, simple curved brackets, and a cut-out slat railing resembling turned 
balusters. The porch covers only the entry bay on the facade and wraps around the 

right elevation to meet a side entry in the front wall of the right ell. Windows have 
plain board surrounds and are fitted with l-over-1 sash. All three main peaks have 
small round-headed attic lights and modified fishscale shingles. 


The Methodist Episcopal parsonage is significant as a modest but well-preserved example 
of Victorian Vernacular housing. The characteristic ornamental wcodwork of the style, 
made affordable by 19th-century technological advances in saws, lathes, drills and 
other basic tools, is seen here in the porch design and in the decorative shingles 

of the gable peaks. 


The parsonage is also significant for its connection with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, a longtime cultural and religious institution in East Berlin. Both the 
parsonage and the church were built in 1896, during the years of peak expansion at 
the nearby Berlin Iron Bridge Company. The church replaced an earlier building 
erected in 1877.
